After it was con- 
quered at 10 o'clock firemen were de- 
tailed to remain all day and pour water 
into the ruins. 


Slides Down Icy Hose. 


Fred Breding of Hook and Ladder 
Truck No, 4 had a thrilling experience 
when the rear wall of the building fell. 
He was standing on the Lucas avenue 
side on a.fire escape platform five 
stories above the ground. The shock 
of the falling wall caused the entire 
structure to sway, and it seemed that 
the building. was about to collapse. 

A line of ice-covered hose hung from a 
fifth-story window. Breding grasped this 
and slid to the pavement. The ice on 
the hose severely cut his hands. 

Capt. Hartmann of Truck No. 6 came 
near dropping to death from the top o! 
the water tower. The tower was stand 
ing on Lucas avenue. He was at the 
top directing the stream when the south 
wall of one of the bulldings fell with a 
terrible crash. The concussion and the 
fear that the north wall would also fall 
and crush the tower in its descent 
caused him to relax his hold and he slid 
down the ice-covered ladder with such 
speed that he was stunned when he 
struck the ground. and his hands and 
face were lacerated.

Is Asked Two Questions, Then 
Sanborn Adjourns the 
Session. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Owing to the 
obstructive tactics of Standard Oll of- 
ficials and lawyers, a farcical session of 
the examinations instituted by Atto:ney- 
zeneral Hadley of Missouri is held every 
afternoon before Commissioner F. P. 
Sanborn. It begins at 5:45 o'clock, a 
witness is placed on the stand, two 
questions are asked, and at 6 o'clock 
an adjournment is taken until 5:45 p. m,. 
the next day, when the thing is repeat- 

ed. 

This has been going on since Monday 
and will continue daily, because of the 
refusal of the Standard lawyers to con- 
sent to an adjournment to a fixed date, 
pending decision by the Supreme Court 
of Missouri whether or not certain wit- 
nesses shall be compelled to answer. The 
decision will apply to the refusal of H. 
H. Rogers to answer here. 

By agreement of counsel some weeks 
ago, when Mr. Hadley was questioning 
Standard officials, adjournment was ta- 
ken until Feb. 12. On that day Henry 
Wollman, local counsel for the Attorney- 
General, asked for a further adjourn- 
ment to await the Missouri de- 
cision, but to his surprise the Standard 
lawyers declined. In order to keep the 
proceedings legal and have authority to 
call Mr. Rogers to the stand again after 
the court's decision shall have been 
handed down, it is necessary to mect 
every day and go earoegh the form of an 
examination. 


Missour!t Retaliates. 


In retaliation for these obstructive 
tactics, process servers are keeping after 
John D. Rockefeller and other high of- 
ficiais of the Standard, who have per- 
sistently avoided service of subpenas.

Thus spoke John A. McCall to his 
son, John C. McCall, last night while 
the latter was. watching at the bed- 
Side of the dying man, 

Mr. McCall's life is hanging by a 
thread. He has been growing hourly 
weaker, but his courage and cheerful- 
ness are unabated. His mind is abso- 
lutely clear. He fully-realizes the hope- 
lessness of his condition, but he has 
secmingly forgotten !t In a brave ef- 
fort to cheer the sorrowing members of 
his family. 

Though warned by the doctors that 
Only a miracle can avert a speedy and 
fatal termination of Mr. McCall's 
malady, the family still cherishes some 
faint hope that he will pull through. 

It has been decided that the sickness 
originated in his liver and later that 
the stomach and kidneys became af- 
fected. Mr. McCall can retain little or, 
no nourishment. Last night he swal- 
lowed three tablespoonsful of cream of 
soup and two of peptonized milk, but 
could not even retain all of this slender 
diet. His digestive organs ure partially 
paralyzed. When his brother. Supreme 
Court Justice Edward McCall, reached 
the Laurel House and entered the sick- 
room, the dying man showed his pluck 
and cheerfulness.

SMASHED SMATHERS 


-—_——_—_—____.. 


Incidents i the Early Career of 
the Plunger as a Baseball 
Man—On the Turf. 


Probably no man on the turf has had 
a& more spectacular rise than Elmer 
E. Smathers, who made a fortune in 
the oll regions of Pennsylvania after 
only a few years of speculation there. 
As late as 1890 Smathers was penni- 
less, but even then with something of 
& provincial reputation as a plunger. 

Smathers went to Bradford, Pa., 
from Pittsburg without a dollar in 
his pocket and began speculation in 
Oil with the first few dollars he could 
earn. His success was variable. At 
times he had plenty of money, and 
again he was penniless, 

At Bradford Smathers became in- 
terested in baseball. The Bradford 
team was one of the cracks of a small 
league. Its only real rival for the 
leadership was the Olean, N. Y., team, 
of which John McGraw was the man- 
ager and captain. McGraw and Smath- 
ers became warm friends. Late in the 
Summer of 1890 the rival teams met 
ut Bradford for a championship game. 
Smathers had just $600—the total of 
his fortune—and he offered to bet it 
all on the Bradfords. McGraw found 
a backer with an ual amount for the 
Oleans. At the fio of the fourteenth 
inning the score stood 2 to 2, with 
Olean at the bat and two men out. 
The Olean pitcher lifted a ball just 
over the Bradford third baseman’s 
head. The left fielder made a dive for 
the ball, but a playful dog—mascot 
of the Bradfords—beat him, and, 
Srabbine the ball in his mouth, be- 
gan to caper around the field with it. 
With the dog's able assistance the 
batter made a home run out of a lit- 
tle pop fly, and Smathers saw his last 
penny go glimmering.

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President Roosevelt the Only Alien to Be Sncians at the Dinner— 


Gen. James Longstreet’s Widow Sends Geor- 
gia’s Tender Tribute to Bride-Elect.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—In spite of{ 
Sensational gossip to the contrary, i' 
can be truthfully stated on the author- 
ity of a person who has seen most 0! 
Miss Roosevelt's wedding presents thai 
$200,000 is a very extravagant estimat 
of their money value. Outside the gift 
of France and Cuba there will be few 
presents that cost $1000, and those which 
cost $500 are exceedingly rare. 

Several members of the Cabinet have 
given presents valued at considerably 
les# than $100. There are several poor 
men in the President's Cabinet, whose 
income is but $8000 annually, and with 
this they are compelled to entertain a 
great deal. They have a hard time in 
making both ends meet, and while they 
desire to give costly and beautiful gifts, 
thev cannot do so bhecause of (their 
financial inability. 

The diplomats, having been in a flur- 
ry for weeks about the proper kind of 
a gift to send to the bride, began run- 
ning around in circles again today 
when they heard that Ambassador 
Hengelmuller, the dean of the corps in 
the absence of the Italian Ambassador, 
is in doubt whether uniforms or frock 
coats should be worn on Saturday. The 
diplomats love to wear their uniforms. 
Most of them have bullfon braided over 
their coats and trousers until they look 
like a jeweler’s window lighted by elec- 
tric lights. 

Baron Hengelmuller raised the ques- 
tion that uniforms are to be worn only 
on state occasions and called the at- 
tention of his colleagues in the corps to 
the fact that the wedding is not a state 
affuir. Ihe diplomats continued hold- 
ing conferences about their proper 
dress. and the question will not be set- 
tled finally until tonight. 

Good-Ry, Longwerthk. 

President Roosevelt will be among the 
guests of Representative Longworth to- 
night, when the Ohio Congressman 


Pgives his farewell bachelor dinner. The 


Secretary of War, who has somewhat 
atood spensor for much of the court- 
ship of Mr. Longworth and Miss Roose- 
velt, will also be in the party. 

It was not known until today that 
the President would go to the dinner, 
which is to be given in the Longworth 
home. No matter what his persona! 
wishes are in the matter, it is not the 
custom for the President of the United 
States to accept the hospitality of his 
friends except In an official capacity. 

Even though he is to be his son-in- 
law, Mr. Longworth has scored a nota- 
ble social achievement in obtaining the 
President’s consent to be his guest at 
dinner. There is no question that 
President Roosevelt was anxious to con- 
sent, for he is particularly fond of Mr. 
Longworth and will be met by a party 
of congenial young men, four of whom 
are graduates of the President's alma 
mater. The guests will include, in ad- 
dition to the President and Secretary 
Taft. Thomas Nelson Perkins, Mr.
